Artificial lights to maintain egg 
production during the shorter days 
ot the winter months will make a 
living flock more profitable. Light- 
ing should be used to keep a 12 hour 
day as a Minimum. Lighting should 
be regular commencing and ceasing 
the same time each day. When all- 
night lighting is used the intensity 
may be reduced, 

The lights should be down the 
line centering between the dropping 
boards and front of chicken house, 
these lights can be placed in a line 
ubout 10 feet apart. One 40 watt 
bulb per each 200 square feet of Moor 
space is sufficient. When a laying 
house is more than 24 feet in width 
two rows of light will be required. 
Lights should be suspended 6 feet 
from the floor level, 

In placing lights and equipment 
in the house, have less light on the 
roosts and the greatest intensity on 
water fountains and feeders, The 
installation of all electric equip- 
ment should be done according to 
electrical regulations, short cuts or 
make-shift wiring may result in loss 
of the building and flock due to fire. 
Even it this does not occur the faulty 
wiring will use more power and may 
tall at various times cancelling the 
benefit gained from regular extra 


lighted hours. 
There is not much to choose as to 
the value of early morning lighting 


latter the lights will have to be dim- 
med to induce birds to roost. In all 
cases it is important to have the time 
and intensity of lighting regular,

This is the C, D, 
and W plan. 

C is the first letter of many im- 
portant words, but the most im- 
portant is CONDITION. D also 
stands for a lot of things, but the 
main one is DISCIPLINE, an athlete 
must be able to discipline himself 
to carry out the rules that go with 
being an athlete. W is divided into 
two parts, WORK and WEIGHT. 
Being prepared to work — on time 
for practices, looking forward to 
games and always being ready to do 
anythyig that will improve his game, 
Weight is also important, two or 
three pounds one way or the other 
can mean a big difference to a hoc- 
key player. 

Currie says that if you can get 
your club to work under the C, D and 
W plan you can't help but have the 
TWTW — THE WILL TO WIN,

| HELP STILL NEEDED ! ! !

With the mailing of Christmas Seals 
im the opening of the campaign to 
raise $214,000. The objective this 
year is slightly higher than the 
$210,000 realized last year, which, it 
is expected, Will enable the Associa- 
tion to complete the project under- 
taken five years ago of installing 
equipment in hospitals for routine 
X-ray of al) hospital admissions, In 
addition to the protection of hospital 
staffs and patients against possible 
infection, it has been found there is 
far more tuberculosis among those 
entering hospital than in the general 
population and thus many unsuspec- 
ted caseg are brought to light. 

Deaths from tuberculosis have de- 
clined during recent years and Al- 
nerta now enjoys the second low- 
est death rate in Canada, but, pos- 
ibly due to the intensified case- 
finding effort, there are as many new 
cases being discovered as ever. For- 
tunately, early discovery not only 
means shorter term of treatment but 
au greater chance of recovery and res- 
toration to normal life 

In connection with the Christmas 
Seal campaign, Mr. D. W. Robertson, 
chairman of the Red Deer and Cen- 
tral Alberta Rotary Club TB Christ- 
mas Seal Sale Committee, said, “Now 
more than ever is the battle to wipe
